Mr. Cockrell argued that silver was still the 
legal-tender coin of the United States. The cus- 
toms regulations of 1874 provided that silver dol- 
lars, though no longer coined or issued, were re- 
ceivable for duties on imports in unlimited sums, 
and subsidiary silver coin was receivable to tne ex- 
tent of $5. Mr. Conant, late Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, in a letter directed in 1875 to the 
Surveyor of Customs, St. Louis, stated that silver 
dollars were receivable for duties on importa to an 
unlimited extent. Thusthe Government officials 

rociaimed the silver dollar as legal tender. 

le argued that the bondholders knew that 

the dollar named in his bond meant the silver coin 
of 412% graing or the gold coin or 25 8-10 grains.

Mr. Randolph spoke in opposition to the resolu- 
tion, and in favor of gold as the single standard of 
value. He referred at length to the various Gov- 
ernment bonds, and argued thatthe Government 
had the right to pay the bonds issued prior to 1873 
in gold or silver coin at is option, while as to the 
remainder of ite bonded obifgation payment must 
absolutely be made in gold. He would endeavor 
to show that where it was our lawfal right to pa 
in either coin our interests would not de subserve 
by payment in ver. He argued that it had been 
the studied purpose of the Government to persuade 
the. mind of capital that coin meant gold. The 
resolutions of Congress, no opinions of 
Secretaries, could have had or ever did have a 
breath of influence upon the minds of Senators 
compared with the long, anoroken practice of the 
Government itself. Aside from considerations of 
the interest or polliey, we had never at any time 
nor at all times put tegether within our history as 
a Government the silver com to make payment 
with. Counting all the silver coined since 1792, 
the amonnt would be insuflicient to pay the inter- 
est alone on the bonded debt of the Unitéd States 
for foufgeen days. When we made our obligations 
we took ao thought of payment in silver, dreamed 
of no chance like the one now sought for, and 
meant by coin that metal which the Government 
had ever before paid to its ereditors, that the Gov- 
ernment had alone ever possessed in a quantity suf- 
ficient to pay with, and that coin which the 
whole commercial and financial world with whom 
we have to deal were then dealing, and knéw only 
as our coin of payment. Should we make a law 
remonetizing silver, and that coin of 412% grains 
remain relatively as much cheaper than gold as it 
now is, of what advantage will our remonetization 
be to people beyond that given to those now in 
debt? It would possess none as to all new obliga- 
tions. They would be made expressly a eer in 
gold, or so c for in higher rates of interest, or 
higher charges for commedities as to make the cost 
to the borrower of money Ora purchaser of mer- 
chandise relatively the same as if transactions had 
taken place on a gold basis. 

He argued that since the Silver bill had! been un- 
der aiscussien large loans of money have on? been 
had by inserting the gold coin payment im tne 
bond. Tue laws of Congress, though they be piled 
mountains high, cannot change the higher and 
immutabie laws of supply and demand, or the 
speedy exit of capital from the protection of a 
Government that menaces either its honest value or 
its righteous possession, Ille argued thut the re- 
monetization of silver would be a loss to the peo- 
ple and the Government, and would not lessen the 
public burden. If silver is made a legal-tender, 
and remains the cheaper coin, and is to be paid out 
dy the Government, then all will agree that we 
may not longer refund our debt now being done at 
4 per cent at the same rate of interest, or sell our 
bonds at the price we obiain forthem now, Just 
to the extent, therefore, that the Government 
pays a higher rate of interest or sells its 
vonds for a lower price, it is the loser. 
The public burden ts not lessened, but 
is increased. For all practical purposes, and 
substantially for those of commercial ones also, 
silver, as the leuul-tender coin of the people, pass- 
ed out of existence more than twenty years before 
the pagers of the celebrated demonetization act 
of 1873. Its use by the people had been confined 
long before the War to the ever-convenient and al- 
ways-to-be-circalated subsidiary coin, the half- 
dimes and dimes, the quarters and half-dollars of 
every-day use, the people's money, in reality the 
money of convenience to them, but not the money 
for their hard-earned savings to be kept in. 

Referring to the act of February, 1573, demone- 
tizing silver, he denied that it was smuggled 
through Congress, and said it was clearly under- 
stood. He argued thatthe silver dollar was de- 
monetized because it was worth three and one- 
half cents more than the gold dollar, and 
would not remain in the country. He believed a 
double standard was not only detrimenta! to the 
Government, but was in itself substantially im- 
practicabie. The nations of the highest civiliza- 
tion, those with which our affairs are largest, have 
either adopted thesi ngle gold standard, or restrict-. 
ed the coinage of silver, so as to amount to about 
the same thing. We could not take the East In- 
dians and Chinese for our guides in finance. 

lle next discussed the power of Congress to coin 
money and reguiate ite value, and, referring to 
repudiation, said he believed there was no perpose 
upon the * of the people at large to do aught 
that would lay them open to a just charge of re- 
pudiation. He spoke of his deadly hatred of 
that crime, and said he did not question that 
all honorable men bated it. If, in passing bills 
to remonetize silver, we are adjudged “| the broad 
world, from whom much of our capital has here- 
tofore come and must bereafter largely come, 

uilty of doubtful action regarding our obligations, 
Fhe penalty, whether rightfully or wrongfully in- 
flicted, will fall, after all, with more distinct se- 
verity, upon private enterprise than upon the pub- 
lic credit. If upon these the biight of broken 
faith, real or implied, shall fall, then indeed will 
we have added tothe cupof our present mis- 
fortunes. 

He spoke from personal knowledge when he said 
that foreign and domestic capital refuses to give 
American enterprise credit this very hour because 
of this debate. With a single standard of gold, we 
may safely enter N — a competition in all markets 
in the world, for this is the one standard undis- 
puted. With a double standard, half the world's 
markets are beyond our efforts. 

Ne then spoke of the inconvénience of silver in 
large amounw, the cost of transporting it, etc. 
He had no sympathy forthe money kings, but he 
would cater to no passing passion by 
hurling epithets at any class of our fel- 
tow-citizens, though they have the misfor- 
tune to be rich. The capitalists were not bond- 
holders. The real holder of our Government 
bonds was rarely the great capitalist. To him the 
interest te too low even upon the best of them. 
The registered bonds of the United States tel! the 
story. Examine the books, and you will find the 
names of executors, trustees, and guardians of 
estates,—not great estates, but small ones. You 
will find the names of widows whose slender means 

mit no hazard of income. You will rarely find 
large amounts in any name, and still more rarely, 
if atall, in the names of capitalists. These are 
facts that no rhetoric will dispute. 

In conciusion, he argued that the Government 
bonds were held by the savings institutions of the 
country, those special depositories of the provi- 
dent poor. Life-insurance companies, which were 
among the most beneficent of modern institutions, 
had their resrvee-fund invested in them. The 
sechool-fund in his own State was largely 
interested in Government bonds. He believed 
three-fourths of the Government bonds were in 
the hands or held for the benefit of poor people. 

At the conclasion of Mr. Randolph's remarks 
Mr. Lamar took the floor, and gave way to Mr. 
Ransom for a motion for an executive session. 

Mr. Conkling said the Senate should have an un- 
derstanding as to some time when the vote upon 
the resolution of the Senator from Ohio (Matthews) 
could be taken. The mover of the resolution de- 
sired to have a vote as soon as possible, and he 
(Conkling) therefore suggested that some hour to- 
morrow be fixed for a vote.

« Mr. Allison said much of the argument made on 
the resolution could be made on the Silver bill, 
which would come up next, and he suggested that 
the Senate vote on the resolution and pending 
amendments at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Bayard said much of the debate on the Sil- 
ver bill had been anticipated in the debate on the 
resolution, though he hoped there would be no 
haste in fixing for a vote. The two measures were 
Closely connected, and the importance of the sub- 
foes could not be overestimated. Should debate 

hastily terminated on this resolution, it might 
be so terminated on the Silver bill.

AT WHEELING, W. VA. 

WurEILIxNd, W. Va., Jan. 23.—About 5 o'clock 
this morning a fire broke out in the long, low- 
rvofed building ou Eighteenth street, between 
Chaplin and Eaff streets, occupied by J. Warren 
& Co., oil refiners. The fire spread rapidly, and 
almost before an alarm could be given the whole 
building was in flames. About 400 barrels of 
oi] were among the first consumed: the flames 
soon reached the extreme rear, where there were 
six large iron tanks fliled with oi. These 
quickly united, and then followed a scene of 
confusion, the heat from these tanks being so 
intense} that the crowd which had gathered 
broke and fled to places of safety. Fortunately 
there was no wind to increase the spread of the 
flames. 

About 7 o’cloek the north wall and that por- 
tion of the roof immediately above it fell witha 
terribie crash, burying beneath its ruſus a boy 
about 10 years old. The debris was hastily re- 
moved and the boy carried into a house close 
17 Medical attention was soon at band, but 
little hope is entertained of his recovery. 

One fireman was also badly hurt about the 
face by a falling wall.

Prrrssund, Pa., Jan. 23.—J. J. Warren & 
Co.’s oil refinery, in East Wheeling, was de- 
stroyed by fire this forenoon. There were 
about 500 barrels of refined oil and 2,000 empty 


barrels in the building, which were also con- 
sumed. A large quantity of crude oil in tanks 
adjoining the refinery was saved with great 
difficulty. The loss is about $20,000, which is 
fully covered by insurance in the Franklin of 
Wheeling, the Ben Franklin of Allegheny, the 
Ohio of Dayton, the City of Pittsburg, the 
Union of Philadelphia, and the Aurora of Cin- 
cinnati.

Cook & Stitt’s Crowd. 

The other end of the Democratic party, known 
as Cook & Stitt’s division, met last night in the 
Palmer House club-room, with Thomas Courtney 
in the chair. W. W. O’Brien and Hans Haerting 
were expected to indulge iu oratory, but those re- 
falgent luminaries were absent. 

The veteran McNally moved that the Committee 
of seven be increased to fifteen. Judge Forrester 
then took the floor and talked about Democratic 
virtue and Republican vices. He eloquently put 
his audience to sleep, for he told them the same 
old story of victories to be won in the futare, and 
regretted the sad fact that Democracy was 
not now in power. The Judge alluded to 
the curregcy question, and showed himself a 
solid silver man, but attempted to throw all the 
responsibility forthe bad times upon the Repub- 
lican party. His speech was of that ultra- Bourbon 
character for which some of the veteran Demo- 
crats of this city are noted. He held that siiver, 
gold, and greenbacks should be the currency of 
the country, as by that only could the nation pros- 
per. He wanted to see silver remonetized, and 
the value of the property of the country restored, 
and thus our prosperity increased to something 
near what it was four years ago. The bondholders 

d the Cabinent, but he hoped that they had not 
President Hayes with them. There was a chance 
of a conflict in Congress. He thought that it 
would not be safe for the President to veto the 
Silver bill, as it would bring on revolution. 

The veteran McNally then made a speech in fa- 
vor of silver. and told some stories of the old Dem- 
ocratic party. Old Hickory was opposed to Na- 
tional Banks. In 1857 and 1837 everybody depos- 
ited in the banks, while to-day nearly all the money 
of the people was locked up in their pockets. This 
was what was breaking the banks—tne peovie 
keeping the currency in their possession. He de- 
fined what money was--only what the law made it. 
What was wanted in this country was a detinite 
market value for money. He advocated a green- 
back currency and the J. 65 interconvertible bond. 
The act of 1869 increased the value of gold, and 
the act of 1873 still further increased it, by mak- 
ing our debt-paying ability just so much less. He 
then went on to extol] the method proposed by the 
Palmer House wing for reorganizing the Demo- 
cratic party. 

The motion of Mr. McNally to increase the Com- 
mittee on Organization to fifteen was then passed. 

Malcolm McDonald was elected Treasurer pro 
tem. 

Judge Forrester then made an appeal for lucre to 
carry on the preliminary organization. The 
response was exceedingly light, the debt-paying 
fraternity being in a decided minority. 

Potter Palmer was thanked for free use of room. 

The reformer Kearney thought the Palmer 
House too high-toned a place for good meetings, 
as the masses didn’t want to come there. After 
some further paricying upon 1 matters, 
the meeting adjourned for one week.

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EXPLOSION IN A THEATRE. 
Saen Dispatch to The Chtengo Tribune. 

BALrIxokx, Jan. 23.—Ap explosion occurred 
to-day shortly after 2 o’clock in the Holliday 
Street Theatre, whieh involved the fatal injury 
of one attache and the painful wounding of 
two others, and, for the time being, caused a 
pahic which threatened most serious conse- 
quences. A large audience, consisting of more 
than a thousand persons, and embracing several 
hundred ladies and children, were seated in the 
theatre awaiting the production of the extrava- 
ganza of “Evangeline” by Rice’s com- 
bination. Immediately before the rise of the 
curtain a powerful report was heard ip the di- 
rection of the flies. The crowd became panic- 
stricken, and rushed wildly for the door. For 
some moments a helter-skeltcr retreat ensued, 
When the theatre was deserted and the crowd 
massed in the street in front of the theatre, the 
manager soon restored confidence, the specta- 
tors resumed their seats, and the play was 
presented as usual. The explosion is 
supposed to have been = occasioned by 
depositing hydrogen used in furnishing the 
calcium light into a cylinder in which there had 
been leit a small quantity of oxygen gas. The 
two gases thus mixed were fed intoa dispensary 
tube, and when à lighted match was brought in 
contact with it, as usual, au explosion followed 
which shattered the cylinder in numerous pieces, 
James Knapp, who had the calcium apparatus 
in charge, witb a view of illuminating the first 
scene of the play, was séverely burned, had his 
left leg badly lacerated, and received a serious 
wound in the groin. His leg was subsequently 
amputated, and it was deemed inexpedient to 
remove him from the theatre, where he re- 
mained until 10 o’clock to-night, when he was 
conveyed to bis home, sinking rapidly. Charles 
Rutler and Charles Street were also painfully 
injured. and Harry Thompson was injured by 
flying fragments, The force of theexplosion was 
sufficient to break the windows in the front of 
the building, and the report was plainly percep- 
tible several blocks distant. The performance 
not having commenced, the company were in 
the greenroom, and thereby escaped injury, 
No calcium lights were used in the production 
of ** Evangeline “ to-night. 

Persons who were present describe the scene 
during the rush from the theatre as wild in 
the extreme. Strong men forced their way to 
the door by main force, pushing rudeiy aside 
their feebler associates. Women with children 
in their arms fought desperately for 
egress to the street, while others 
abandoned their offspring, and madly endeavor- 
ed to escape. To add to the general confusion, 
only one outlet was found, through a small 
door to the right of the building, which 
soon became blockaded with the writhing 
mass of humanity, and the alarm was further 
intensified by the extinguishment of the gas 
and the sound of falling glass, caused by the 
concussion. At length the wide folding-doors 
were bursted open, and the excited audience es- 
caped to the street in front of the theatre, 
only to return a few minutes later. 
upon being informed that the cause 

panic was groundless. No one is known 
positively to have beer injured during the mad 


stampede. 
Knapp was still living at 2:30 this morning 
but it is not thougbt he can possibly live until 


daylight. ,

SAD ACCIDENT.

MILWAUKEB, Wis., Jan. 23.—About eight 
o'clock this evening, a carriage containing 
Franz Falk, Jr., Misses Helen and Emma Ja- 
cobs, and a driver, approached the Reed strect 
crossing of the Chicago Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad just as a freight train. slowly backing, 
reached the same point. Either from not see- 
ing the signals of the flagman, or not hearing 
the shouts of the brakemen on the train, or 
being unable to manage the norses, the train 
struck the carriage, fairly crushing it to splin- 
ters, and rolling it under the train 
for half a block, killing young 
Falk and Helen Jacobs, who were dead when the 
train was stopped. Emma Jacobs was seriously 
injured, but will recover. The driver escaped 
unhurt. The affair causes a feeling of sadness 
among the people of this city, where the victims 
were well known in society circles. Young 
Falk, 16 years oi age, was the son of Franz Falk. 
a prominent brewer of this city. and was en- 
gaged to be married to Helen Jacobs, 
19 years old, killed with him, who 
was the oldest daughter of the Hon. W. I. 
Jacobs, Cashier of the Second Ward Bank, one 
of the most prominent business men of the 
city. The railroad officials claim recklessness 
on the part of the driver, or that the horses 
became unmanageable. The flagman at the 
crossing says that he waved his lantern and 
calied to stop, as did the brakemen on the rear 
of the train, which was backing slowly. It is 
supposed the horses were frightened by sparks 
from the locomotive, which were blowing vast 
the street, became unmanageable, aud carried 
the carriage in front of the train. This is cor- 
roborated by the driver. 


POISONED CANDY.

Among her pas- 
sengers were Capt. Thomas Crapo and his wife, 
who made the memorable voyage last summer 
across the broad Atlantic from New Bedford, 
Mass., in a whaleboat, schooner-rigged, with 
leg-of-mutton sails. Capt. Crapo appears to be 
a man ot about 35 years of age, is of sturdy 
build, and wears a brown beard. His face is 
weather-beatep, but aftirm mouth denotes the 
resolution which enabled him to carry into ex- 
ecution his daring pian. In his speech the 
quick-witted Yankee is plainly traced, and every 
word has some shrewd, practical meaning. His 
wife is, perhaps, bis junior by a year or two, « 
healthy, cheerful helpmeet, and talks of ber

the New Bedford people wondered what on 
earth I wantea such a erat for. My seafaring 
friends never doubted her qualities. People 
said I was a fool, but I didn’t care. No, sir. 1 
knew the risk and the exposure and all that,

„Why.“ he replied, one thing kept bother- 
ing me, ay: as the time of my departure grew 
nigh my wife declared she never would consent 
to my going without her. Good stock, sir;

Her father ig a Swede and her mother was born 
in Newcastle-on-Tybe. 1 married her at Mar- 
seilles, in November, 1872, on board of the My- 
ronus, Capt. Higgins. 

„ Well, finally | agreed to take her. When I 
got ready to start a meeting was held in New 
Bedford, my native town, to wish us God-speed 
on our journey. The Rev. Mr. Butler presided 
and friends assembled. Cable, compass, ensign, 
water kegs, etc., were given me for the voyage. 
The New Bedford is schooner-rigged, with two 
masts, carrying leg-of-mutton sails. She draws 
only one fuot of water; her keel if thirteen 
feet; her total length bareiy twenty feet; her 
tonnage 1 63-100. She is thirty-four inches deep. 
We 8 the American ensign and our own 
burge 

“We e sailed from New Bedford at half-past 12, 
May 28, amifi the cheers of the crowd on Roach's 
wharf, and ail the vessels at anchor fired salutes 
in our bonor. We made our real start, how- 
ever, from Chatham at 2 o'clock on tne after- 
noon of Juge 2. As my vessel was too small 
to have a) marine document issued to her 
J got a letter from Mr. J. A. P. Allen, Col- 
lector of Customs at New Bedford, in which, 
after describing my boat, he said: ‘I therefore 
desire to make known to all whom it may con- 
cern that Capt. Crapo is well known here, and 
his purposd is entirely legitimate, and he has 
the good wishes of this community that his 
voyage may be successiully accomplished.’ 
“Once fairly out of sight of land we had 
enough to do and to think about. Our chief diet 
was canned meats, fish, and fruit. Our bread 
was rather hardisn, 5 you may believe. Our 
provisions ‘were calculated to last out the voy- 
age, even if more than ordinarily delayed; but 
the passage was 80 bad—more like a stormy, 
winter one—that if we had not got from pass- 
ing vesselg fresh meat, bread, vegetables, and 


occasions we found ourselves in a shoal of 
whales, who spouted a cood deal, and these 
frightened my wire. Sometimes for two days 
at a stretch we experienced such rough weather 
we had to Jay to, attached to what wecall a drag 
or buoy. At such times I could get a little rest, 
as when the winds were favorable I had to be at 
the helm the whole time. Once 1 kept at my 
post sevepty hours without rest. My wife 
scarcely gat a good night's rest during the whole 
voyage. 
20 June 19 we spoke the English bark 
Amenica in a heavy sea, latitude 43 deg. 42 
min., longitude 50 deg. 10 min. On the 2lst we 
spoke the steamer Batavia, bound from Liver- 
to Boston. There was a heavy gale blow- 
ng, and my fog notes that [ tended the drag 
line eighteen hours at a stretch. On the 28d a 
Swansea brig offered to tow us into port, but 1 
did opt pee it in that licht, although the sea 
was runnipg mountains bigh. At 11 on the 
morning of the 25th my wife and I boarded the 
Amphitrite, a bark bound from Bremen to New 
York, and here we were received with great 
kinduess, and on leaving the Captain gave us 
provisions and a couple of bottles of wine. The 
officers ofa good many other vessele we met be- 
tween this date and July 8 were also kind. On 
the latter date wé were alongside the English 
steamer Denmark. from New York to London, 
and were given provisions and two bottles of 
brandy. On the 15th, during a gale, the Ger- 
man bark Astronom spoke us, and the Captain 
asked if we wanted assistance. Shortly after 
our rudder was twisted off, but I rigged a new 
one. Onthe ist we signted Scilly; the next 
day we ‘sighted Wolf Rock light, off Land’s 
End, and at half-past 5p. m. of that day we 
passed the light, auchoring at 11 off Newland, 
Penzancé. At midnight I turned in for sleep, 
having been on duty for seventy hours, and the 
next morning (Sunday) the ‘missus’ and I went 
asbore. Aud that, sir, is a true history of the 
trip of the New Bedford.”

THE TRAMP NUISANCE, 

Boston Glove. 

The Chief of the State Detective Force devotes 
aninteresting portion of his report to the 
„Tramp.“ In order fo ascertain something 
definite of the habits and characteristics of this 
peripatetic nuisance, he sent two men last 
summer on atramp in the western part of the 
State, where they fell in with one gang and 
another and traveled with them from town to 
town. They were found to be of various ages 
and nationalities, and in most cases had in past 
years been employed in some regular occupa- 
tion. They had been on the tramp for periods 
ranging from two or three to fourteen 
years. During the warm weather they 
generally slept in barns or iu the 
woods, preferring to keep away from 
tock-ups and station-houses. They obtained 
food by begeing and stealing, the latter method 
apparently being preferred. They were uni- 
formly averse to earning anything by labor, 
and though, when begging, they always pro- 
fessed a desire to obtain work. only two were 
found during a tramp of several weeks who did 
not scout the idea of working fora living and 
show a decided preference for their vagabond 
life. It was clear that lack of employment had 
little or nothing to do with the wanderings of 
these vagrants. They did not seek emplo 
ment and did not want it, but preferred to mA 
sist upon charity and plunder. One said that 
it was his habit in winter to go tosome large 
city and commit a petty crime that would send 
him to some public institution to be taken care 
of till warmer weather. 
Tuere was a complete lack of moral scruple 
among them, which showed what a dangerous 
element they might become ip the community. 
Not only did they steal without the least com- 
puuction, but there was no doubt that they 
were ready for any crime that could gratify the 
passion of revenge or lust, provided there was a 
fair chauce to escape detection and punishment. 
In many localities they were a terror to the in- 
habitants, and obtained what they asked for 
because unprotected women tn the houses which 
they visited did not dare refuse. Several 
parties in duly set out for Pennayl- 
vania.to join in the railroad riots, and others 
waited about the stations alotig the Boston & 
Albany Road In anticipation of astrike. It was 
plain that their purpose was plunder, and they 
were ready to take advantage of any opportunity 
to join in a lawiess outbreak.

T hese men had become accus- 
tomed to a life of vagrancy, and had no dispost- 
tion to settle down at any regular occupation, 
but their ranks were soon recruited by the idle 
and thriftless vagabonds, who now, for the most 
part fill the ranks of the tramps.

* Greenback party“ of the country. That 
many of that party are advocates of the silver 
dollar there can be no doubt. But it is also true 
that the great mass of the determined opbo- 
nents of that party are the stanch ad- 
vovates of the remonetization of silver. 
They advocate it snot as _ lookin to 
re; udiation, nor as having any tendency in that 
direction ; they advocate it not with a view to 
depreciating the value of the bonds of the Gov- 
ernment, but they demand it as a right of which 
they have been robbed, as they concetve, by a 
Ring in Washington, with a branch perbaps in 
New York. 

Having made these preliminary statements, I 
will now proceed to discuss the silver question 
as viewed at the West. 
1. The people of the West are well and thor- 
oughly grounded in the conviction that no arbi- 
trary King, that no tyrant that has in any age 
lived to curse the worid, ever performed a more 
arbitrary act, or undertook to rob the people on 
a more grand and magnificent scale, than did 
‘the little Washington-New- York-Boston Ring 
and its co-workers, when they procured, by 
ways that are dark, the demonetization of the 
silver dollar. 
This great Western People claim no exclusive 
privileges, but they are undera profound con- 
viction that they have aclear and well-defined 
right to know something about cvery act of leg- 
islation at Washington, and to their full share 
in controlling such legislation. 
As matters now stand, they haye no doubt 
but that a great wrong has been done them in 
tbe legislation that has taken from them the 
silver dollar. They may not all fully compre- 
hend in theory and detail just how this legisla- 
tion bas affected their individual interests or 
the interests of the country, but they all snow 
that there is universal financial embarrassment and 
suffering, and they fully believe that the well-nigh 
overwhelming calamities everywhere seen and felt 
have some connection with the ciandestine legisla- 
tion at Washington that struck the old silver 
dollar from the legal-tender currency of 
the country. They totally ignore alf that 
legislation as something “that they knew 
nothing of, and had no share or part in enacting. 
They denounce it all as a work of the most glaring 
fraud and treachery, and, with all the earnestness 
and determination that have usually characterized 
American citizens when they have discovered that 
they have been outrageously betrayed and de- 
ceived. they demand that it shall de, without quan- 
fication or evasion. repeated. 
It is fitting that the — should know that this 
great people do not propose knowingly and tamely 
to iive ander laws that were enacted without their 
knowledge or consent, and that, in their wide 
sweep and ultimate reach, must strip them at one 
tell swoop of one-thirdof their entire estates, and 
that if unrepealed must serve to perpetuate the 
untold calamities under which we are now suffer- 
ing throughout the period ef one whole genera- 
tion at least 
2. But the position so unanimously assumed by 
the West in regard to the remonetization of sil 
ver cannot de fully comprehended until we look 
at the enbject from another point of view. 
There can be no doubt but that nine-tepthe of

the country. 
Now, if all this conld bave been done without 
suspicion of dishonor, or without exposing the 
Government to just censure from any quarter, as 
it undoubtedly could, the West insiste that the 
clandestine le jelation that has placed the countr 
in its present false positions before the world shall 
be fosthwith repealed, and that the Government 
shall go about its legitimate and appropriate work 
of coining silver and gold of such denominations 
and in such proportions of eachas she may deem 
best adapted to our circumstances andto our nat- 
ural metailic and otner resources: and thas prepare 
the way for taking up our irredeemabie paper and 
for paying off our national bonds in strict accord- 
ance with the (etter and spirit thereof, in either 
silver or gold, as may suit our convenience, and in 
the exercise ot our clearly and well defined option- 
al righte.

Oer- 
tainly the Czar seems to be in no hurry 
about arranging a truce. Popular sentiment 
in Russia is strongly opposed to any cessa- 
tion of hostilities at this time, and it will 
not be at all surprising if fresh obstacles in 
the way of an agreement arise from day to 
day. It is reported inthe cable dispatches 
that the armistice negotiations have been 
altogether broken off, and that the Grand 
Duke Nicnolas will. proceed at once to 
Adrianople to direct the movements of his 
forces from that point. 
THE POPULAR LOAN. 

We print a letter in which various evils 
are suggested as likely to fullow the adop- 
tion of the small bond system proposed by 
both the President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and repeatedly advocated in this 
paper. Our correspondent exaggerates. It 
is not expected, even if it were possible, that 
the people would pay to the Government in 
a day, or a month, or even in one or two 
years, $600,000,000 for an equal amount of 
4 per cent bonis. The money which will 
be thus eventually invested is now held idle 
or in banks where the responsibility is ques- 
tioned. Only that portion which may be 
considered idle because unproductive will 
seek these bonds. Withdrawals from sav- 
ings banks and other banks will be gradnal 
and comparatively slow. In fact, it must be 
slow, because sgch banks would be closed by 
ary large and simultaneous demand upon 
them by depositors. Under the proposed 
Dill the depositor is to receive a 
certificate entitling him toa bond within a 
year. It must be remembered that the ex- 
isting law does pot provide for bonds of less 
denomination than $50, and, if we under- 
stand the intention, it is to receive deposits 
and issue certificates in sums less than $50, 
which may be subsequently increased, and 
when amounting to $50 a bond will issue 
therefor. A change in the law allowing 
bonds to be issyed for sums as low u $10 
would obviate this difficulty and enable de- 
positors to obtain a bond direct. These 
bonds will bear 4 per cent interest, and for 
all purposes whatever they will be available 
as currency, and because bearing interest will 
always be worth as much as the currency of 
the country in wiuich they will be redeema- 
ble. The money received by the Treasury 
Department in exchange for the 4 per cent 
bonds will be employed in taking up other 
outstanding bonds. The amount of money 
locked up in Government securities will re- 
main the same whether the bonds be 4 per 
cents or 6 percents. The suggestion that the 
purchase or redemption of these bonds will 
call them home from foreign countries, and 
necessitate an exportation of specie, drain- 
ing the country of gold and silver, must be 
qualified by the remark that the money in- 
vested in the # per cents will be surplus, 
idle, or unproductive money; that when 
there is a demand for such money and prof- 
itable investments offered, or business re- 
vived to an extent to give employment to 
money, the sales of 4 per cents will stop. 
Nor will money be withdrawn from savings 
banks so long as such institutions offer 
responsibility for the safety of the deposits 
and interest at 4 per cent. As those insti- 
tutions shall from time to time fail in these 
respects; the money will seek investment in 
national bonds. 

It must be algo remembered that any such 
rush of subscription for 4 per cent bonds as 
would produce a stringency in the money 
market would raise the rate of interest and 
stop the sale of the bonds. No man will 
put his money into 4 per cent bonds when 
the money will bring more in other invest- 
ments. The purchase of 6 per cents can 
only keep pace With the sale of 4 per cents, 
and anything that would stop the latter 
would also stop the former. It is a mistake 
to assume that the 6 per cent bonds are 
mainly held in Europe. We think it more 
likely that at least one-half, if not three- 
fifths, of the 5-20 bonds outstanding are held 
in Eastern States and by various corpora- 
tions. The National Banks alone hold over 
$80,000,000 of that class of bonds. They 
are largely held by all other banking institu- 
tions, as well as by corporations and indi- 
viduals. The export of money to pay these 
bonds will therefore be much less than our 
correspondent ¢xpects, even if all the 6 per 
cents were called in. The 4 per cent bonds 
have a special value, however, in Europe. 
They are long bonds, having thirty years to 
run, and for that reason have as an invest- 
ment greater value than short bonds, or 
bonds already subject to call, and the sug- 
gestion that such bonds will not be sought 
by the European market is not consistent 
with the protiabilities. We have already 
stated that so much of these 4 per cent 
bonds as would be of denominations less 
than $50 would in case of any stringency 
become available as currency, and such bonds 
would circulate rediily. They might also 
be used ds bank reserves, thus liberating an 
equal amount of currency withheld from 
circulation. In the hands of the community 
they will prove a convenient form of collat- 
erals for loans at banks, because al- 
ways at par with the currency. To the 
extent of their issue in place of 6 per cents 
held abroad there will be an annual saving 
of 2 per cent, or one-third, of the interest 
now sent abroad, and this saving on several 
hundred millions of bonds will in the course 
of the life of the bonds aggregate a very 
large sum, and reduce the burden of the 
debt ion 


proportionately. 
Some five or six hundred millions of 5, 44, 
and 4 per cent bonds have already been ex- 
changed at a profit for 6 per cent bonds, and 


2 there is no reaspn to doubt that that process 


can be continued. The foreign holders of 6 
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cent bonds having a long time to run and 
not payable for a generation. 

The fear expressed that the offer of this 4 
per cent bond will lead to a withdrawal of 
all the paper and silver currency and locking 
it up, or forcing all the silver out of the 
country, is not well founded. No more 
money will be invested in them than is idle 
and unprodactive. When more profitable in- 
vestments are offered, the purchase of 4 per 
cents will stop, to be resumed only when 
there shall be another surplus of loanable 
fands. In the meantime, the small bonds 
will always be available for currency pur- 


Trrsune has opened his ears to some South- 
ern Pacific lobbyist, who is certainly op- 
posed bitterly to the Hunrirncron scheme 
‘(introduced into Congress by Mr. Mower, of 
Mississippi, and asking no bond subsidy), 
and professes indifference to Tom Scott's 
interests. But this gentleman is a warm ad- 
vocate of the bill introduced by Senator 
Jounston, of Virginia, asking for $35,000,000 
of bond subsidy, which, if not merely another 
form of Tom Soort’s raid, is similarly calcu- 
lated to open up opportunities for a new 
Credit Mobilier, with all the swindling and 
plunder which the name implies. He is 
likewise suspiciously denunciatory of the 
HunTINGTon measure, and there seems to be 
no other reason for it than that the 
Huntineron proposition does not include 
the grant of ‘any money or bonds, and hence 
furnishes no means for stealing. No rail- 
road bill before Congress is of any use by a 
lobbyist unless it has money in it. ö 

The objections urged against the HUxr Wo- 
rox measure by this anonymous lobbyist can 
scarcely be called ingenious. First, he op- 
poses it because the Money bill does not pro- 
vide for Congressional control or Govern- 
ment regulation of tariff. It may be sug- 
gested that this Governmental privilege, re- 
served in the Pacific Railroad charters where 
subsidies have already been granted, has not 
proved to be of any benefit to the people. 
The Union Pacific to-day, under the manage- 
ment of Jay Gov.p, proceeds placidly to 
fleece the public, and the Government stands 
quietly by and looks on with apparent indif- 
ference, notwithstanding the reserved rights 
of the Government. However, if there is 
any defeci in the Mower bill in this regard, 
the answer is that the bill should be amend- 
ed in this particular. After all, it is now 
established that the rates of toll may be‘ 
cotrolled by legislation. The reason why 
Tue Tumor has given preference to this 
proposition is because it is the only bill that 
has been proposed which promises the con- 
struction of a Southern Pacific railroad with. 
out a money or bond subsidy, and it is only 
in some such bill that Taz Trisvns will ever 


acquiesce. 

The second objection urged by the per- 
sistent lobbyist is that the Mowery bill will 
not provide for a competing line, and this be- 
cause the road will be under the control of 
the same persons who own and operate the 
Central Pacific. The answer to this is thata 
Southern Pacific line constructed by Hunt- 
moro and his associates will be just as 
much of a competing line as a road built by 
Tom Scorr and his associates, or any other 
Construction Ring. Experience has laid 
down the law that there is ‘‘no competition 
in the railroad business where combination 
is possible.” Whenever one railroad cuts un- 
der a parallel line, it is only with the pur- 
pose of forcing the other into a more favor- 
able combination or pool than it would 
otherwise secure. Occasional and spasmodic 
competition of this kind is always followed 
by higher rates than ever, in order to re- 
cover from the public the losses sustained 
from the temporary competition. The New 
York Central, the Erie, the Pennnsylvania 
Central, and the Baltimore & Ohio Roads are 
nominally competing“ lines between the 
West and the seaboard; but where is the 
competition ? Where is there any competi- 
tion between any parallel railroads ? The 
public will fare as well at the hands of 
Howtineton as at the hands of Tom Scorr, 
other things being equal, and much better if 
Howtrineton should build the road econom- 
ically with private capital, than if Scorr 
should build it extravagantly at Govern- 
ment expense. 

But this Washington lobbyist, who has 
bamboozled Taz TAU correspondent by 
pretending to be opposed to the Scorr 
seheme, contends that Huyrtineton’s Com- 
pany will not build the road on private cap- 
ital, though it asks neither money nor bond 
subsidies, nor guaranteed interest for one 
dollar. And this, forsooth, because the 
Central Pacific Company, controlled by 
Hountinaton, is in possession of $27,000,000 
of Government subsidy granted for the 
construction of the Central Pacific Road. 
But will it not be wiser for the 
Government to permit the Central 
Pacific people to build the South- 
ern Pacific even with the assistance of 
a Government subsidy granted some thir- 
teen years ago (out of which the Central 
Pacific is supposed to have been constructed) 
than to grant a new subsidy of $35,000,000 
to another Construction Ring to build the 
new road? In the Hunrimncron case the 
Government will have only a risk of $27,- 
000,000, already made and irrevocable, while 
in the other it will needlessly take a new 
risk of $35,000,000 more, merely to secure 
what the Huntinatron Company propose to 
do without any additional investment on the 
part of the Government. 

All that is asked by the Huntineron propo- 
sition for building the road from Fort Yuma 
to El Paso (680 miles) is the same land-grant 
that would go to the Tom Scorr scheme, but 
none of the money demanded by the lat- 
ter. But our Washington lobbyist 8 
this is enormous, and will give Hide. 
rncton 12,000,000 acres of the best 
mineral and grazing lands in the 
world.” Indeed? But the land at present 
(admitting this) ig idle, unproductive, and 
unsalable; the vernment will reserve 
every alternate section, and if the land has 
any mineral or ‘‘grazing” value, the 
residue in the hands of the Government will 
be worth considerably more after the pro- 
posed development than the whole of it is 
now. So this will not be a losing, but a 
gaining, operation on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. Besides, if the land-grant is so 
enormously valuable as the Washington 
Jobbyist represents it to be, why does not 
Tom Scorr, or why do not the persons rep- 
resented by the Jomnstrow bill, offer to do 
just what Huwrrnoron offers to do, viz.: To 
build the road in consideration of the land- 
grant above, and without asking a dollar in 
money, bonds, or guaranteed interest? 
Whenever they shall do this, they will 
be entitled to as much _  consider- 
ation as Hurrmorotw, but not so 
long as they ask $35,000,000 bond subsidy 
in one bill, and about $60,000,000 in an- 
other. The Washington lobbyist, in urging

known as the Tom Soorr measure, it is 
because the former provides for the branch 
roads and a connection with Memphis. But 
any and ‘every bill which asks a money or 
bond subsidy 18 primarily in the interest of 
a Ring, and it is insolent and outrageous to 
make such a demand of Congress at a time 
when the whole people are in distress, and 
when it is all that the Government can do to 
raise money to pay its current expenses. 
The infamy of this proceeding is increased 
by the fact that one company stands ready 
to build a Southern Pacific railroad without 
asking a dollar of Government aid. 


THE MAINE-MASSACHUSETTS MUDDLE.

The fishwives of 
Marblehead will send their slogan over to 
their sculpin-eating sisters of Cape Ann, and 
they in turn will shout it across the Isles of 
Shoals to. the alewive-devouring Amazons of 
Kennebunk. The log-choppers of the Wal- 
lastook, the Allagash and the Mattawamkeag 
will throw down the gauntlet tothe clam- 
diggers of Mattapoisett, the bean-eaters of 
Beverly, and the skippers of Nantucket, 
while from every point in Maine, from Um- 
bagog, Chesuncook, Bamedumpkok, Bucks- 
port, and Passamaquoddy, and from every 
corner of Massachusetts, from Quinsiga- 
mond, Duxbury, Squam Point, Nantasket, 
Tapleyville Centre, Bridgewater Plains, and 
Swampscott Commons, we may expect a 
gathering of the clans whose great-grand- 
fathers ate their beans, “‘ pusley,” and tom- 
cods amicably together under one Governor, 
and the same old grasshopper whose lineal 
descendant now threatens to jump from the 
pinnacle of Faneuil Hall. What will be left 
of Skowhegan when the Hub begins to re- 
volve upon its infuriated axis? What will 
be left of Mr. BLam after Josxrn Coox has 
made a Monday lecture on his bioplasm, and 
Mrs. Livermore has scalped him with her 
savage satire, and Jutta Warp How has 
written another Battle Hymn, and Dani. 
Parr has marched from York to Eastport, 
and the Radical Club have dissected him 
into metaphysical mince-meat, and Aprron- 
pack Murray has preached at him in the 
Music Hall until the very hairs stand up on 
the heads of the caryatides of the Big Organ, 
and the North American Review has un- 
loaded one of its ponderous essays on 
him, and Wenpett Paris has scari- 
fied him with his silvery, snarling 
tongue, and Lonerettow, and LowzLt, 
and Atpricu, and Hormes have smitten 
their vengeful lyres, and even the serene 
Wurrrrxn leaves the peaceful plains of Dan- 
vers to ascend the mountains of wrath aud 
hurl his bolts at the defamer of Massachu- 
setts?

It is fiercely denied by the goldites that legal- 
tender silver dollars will be worth more than 
91 cents in gold. One of the goldite sheets in 
this city stiginatizes the remonetized dollar of 
41244 grains standard metal as the dishonest 
9i-cent dollar.“ It has applied this term, with 
slight variation of phraseolugy, perhaps 1,000 
times in the last three or four months. All 
the goldite papers, writers, and orators repeat 
the same thing. The “dishonest 9l-cent dol- 
lar.“ the * light-weight 91-cent dollar,“ the 
‘clipped (?) 91-cent dollar,“ the “‘swindling 91-

cent dollar,“ those are the changes rung on 


the silver dollar of the daddies. All the 
Eastern goldite papers repeat this allegation as 
to its value. after it is coined and in circulation. 
All the goldite Congressmen, from Senator Ep- 
MUNDS down to the weakest brother in that 
church, persist in declaricg that coining silver 
and making it a Jegal-tender, no matter in what 
quantities, will produce nothing better than a 
9i-cent dollar. If this will be the case, as they 
all declare and swear, it is difficult 
to perceive where or how the Bonanza 
men are going to obtain much advantage 
over the peoble. If 91 cents worth of silver 

bullion will make a standard silver dollar, and 
that coin when put in“ circulation will only be 
worth 91 cents (or at most 92 cents,—allowing 
one cent for cost of coiming), how can the Bo- 
nanza 1 the people 8 or 9 cents on the 
dollar? e dollar they receive will be worth 
no more (or only one cent more) than the bull- 
ion they give, according to the uuiversel asser- 
tion of the goldites. But suppose, as the silver 
men believe, that remonetization will reduce 
the value of gold to that of silver, or to enhance 
the value of silver bullion to that of goid, the 
Bonanza men would still give about as much 
value as they would receive. However, to put 
a stop to the fallacious charge that the Bonanza 
men will make eight cents, or any cents. on the 
dollar, the Senate Committee has reported an 
amendment to the BLanp House bill forbidding 
free coinage, and directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase the bullion at its market 
price. If there is any profit, the Government 
will make it. 


In an elaborate article on the coal and fron 
interest in Englana, the Saturday Review al- 
ludes to the extraordinary depression prevail- 
ing at the present time throughout the manu- 
facturing districts, and attributes the cause of 
the hard times to overproduction aad the col- 
lapse of those two vast industries. For the 
past half ceutury the civilized worid has been 
providing itself with steam communication, 
thus causing a continual demand for iron and 
coal. But the railroads are now pretty nearly 
built, and the demand for iron has experienced 
a great diminution. England, being the fore- 
most in the manufacture of iron, is now the 
first to feel the effect of the stoppage, although 
the rippie of the wave has extended to this 
country. The actual amount of suffering 
caused by the trade stand-still in Wales and 
the provincial districts of England can never be 
known, but occasional glimpses are afforded by 
writers to the London papers, whose narra- 
tives have from time to time cast an uneasy 
and a gloomy apprehension even over the gay- 
eties of the metropolis. A recent correspondent 
states that in Northumberland alone 8,000 col- 
liers and miners are out of work, thus involving 
over 25,000 men, women, and chbiidren in the 
deepest privations. Out of a population of 
20,000 in Wolverhampton 10,000 are suffering 
from actual want of food. Shocking eases of 
destitution are mentioned. Many families have 
sold their bedding for bread, and death from 
starvation is staring hundreds in the face. From 
South Wales the reports are even more heart- 
rending. Twenty thousand men are out of 
work, and many of the furnaces and collieries 
are permanently closed. These are startling 
facts and worth pondering over.

The enthusiasm of that well-known advocate 
of cheap cooxing, Miss Corson, received a 
dampening the other day. At the invitation of 
the pastor of achurch at College Point, Long 
Island, she went to that village for the purpose 
of delivering a lecture on the benefits of 15- 
cent dinners. But it happened that only a few 
davs previously about 2,000 inhabitants of the 
place had been thrown out of work by tne fail- 
ure of arubber factory, and the ignorant work 
people instantly concladed that the lecture was 
planned in the interests of the bloated capital- 
ists. When, therefore, the lady appeared on 
the platform of the hall she was greeted, much 
to her astonishment, with cat-calls, hiases, and 
vigorous stamping, which continued so long 
that she was obliged to retire. The moral of 
this incident is that cheap living is not accepta⸗ 
ble at all times, even to the humblest classes.

According to the Correspondence Francais , the 
French Republic has never yet been officially 
recngnized by Germany, perhaps not by any 
other Power. France changed her Government 
in such a hurry in September, 1870, that she neg- 
lected to send a notification of the fact to her 
neighbors.* This statement is liable to produce 
a wrong impression. It is not necessary for a 
Government to make an official notification of 
a change in its internal administration. For- 
eign Powers are supposed to be cognizant of 
such events, and they are at liberty to extena 
congratulations, if the change is pleasing to 
them, or to remain silent, if displeasing. In 
the case of the French Republic vo official rec- 
ognition was extended by the United States, al- 
though such an act would have been quite 


proper. 


The chivalrous South is accountable for most 
of the American duels of the past, and reminis- 
censcs of these are being published just now in 
several of the Southern newspapers. But to 
the already long list of affairs of honor must be 
added vet another that occurred on the first 
Sunday in January of the present year. The 
parties were colored women, and they had been 
attcnding divine service in Algiers, La., but on 
the way home they quarreled about a certain 
youvg mulatto.

It was formally announced on Change yesterday 
that W. N. Sturgis, Eeq., has ceased to be a mem- 
ber of that organization. The reference to the 
decision of the Supreme Court, which thus practi- 
cajly sustains the dignity of the Board, was ap- 
propriately received im dignified silence, The 
Board is really to be congratulated on having 
achieved a meeting at which perfect order pre- 
vailed; and ic is probable that its organized pro- 


_ ceedings in the future will contrast favorably with 


those of the past. 

A telegram from Rochester, Minn., stated that 
the farmers’ deliveries there show marked de- 
Cline within the past few days. Reports from 
other country points concur in stating that farmers 
are not willing sellers at present prices, and many 
of them are storing their wheat at the stations in 
hopes of better terme in the future. Meanwhile, 
the forward movement to the seaboard is free, the 
receipts at New York being large. It takes a 
couple of weeks at least to have a reduction of 
deliveries in the interior felt in the volume of re- 
ceipts at tidewater. 

New York is dull as a wheat market this winter, 
which fact is chiefly due to the low rail freights 
ruling. Grain is being freely shipped from this 
region at the rate of abont 30c per 100 hs, It 40c 
had been sustained New York would have probably 
experienced a sharp demand for the wheat in store 
there, which in turn would have stimulated East- 
ern prices, while they would have been kept down 
here by increased cost of transportation. A good 
proportion of the grain that is received and shipped 
in this city passes through without being placed in 
store, which accounts forthe difference between 
the magnitude of the movement as reported by the 
Board of Trade and the State authorities. 

The leading produce markets were steadier 
yesterday, and breadstuffs were generally dull. 
while there wag only a moderate volume of trad- 
ing in provisions. The trading was chiefly local 
all round, the number of orders from outside being 
remarkably’ small. The British markets. are 
reported to be nearly at a standstill, and 
the condition is reflected to this city; the 
men who deal in produce being disposed to hold 
Off till the tangle in the Orient appears to be solved. 
The general opinion is that the war is probably 
over, to all intents and purposes, but the matter is 
involved tm so mach uncertainty that few care to 
take the risk involved in trading deeply. 

The situation of the dry-goods market was the same 
as before. There was an absence of anything resem- 
biing activity, the demand for the most part being 
restricted to small amounts for the reassortment of 
stocks. Groceries were ordered with rather more 
freedom than on the two preceding days, but the 
market was by no means active, and the prevalent 
feeling was not especially cheerfal. Prices, thouch 
generally well sustained, were not strong. 
There was a good demand for fair to fancy 
grades of butter but a very dull market 
for the lower grades. Prices were weak and unset- 
tled. Cheese was quoted steady and unchang@d. 
Prices of dried fruits and fish ranged about as be- 
fore. In the of] market there was nothing new to 
note. Carbon was strong at the advance of the 
day before, and linseed and turpentine were also 
hela at full figures. Leather, bagging, tobacco, 
paints, coal, and wood were quoted quiet and un- 
changed. 

Lumber was in moderate demand, and steady. 
The country trade is showing signs of improve- 
ment. and if the weather continues favorable will 
probably increase daily. It is reported that a good 
deal of snow has fallen in the Northern Peninsula 
of Michigan, but it does not appear to have ex- 
tended farther south than Escanaba. The wool 
and broom-corn markets were quiet and steady. 
Seeds were in moderate demand, flax being very 
firm and clover lower, while other varities brought 
old prices, the trading being on a limited scale. 
Hides were dull and weak at the late decline. Hay 
was slow, and prairie easier in consequence of the 
larger offerings on track and wagons. Poultry and 


eggs were firmer. The weather was cold. and there 


was less haste to sell, while the demand improved, 
and the supply was smaller than on former days of 


the week. 

Rail freights were entirely nominal at 40e for 
grain and other fourth-class freight to New York, 
Je for do to Baltimore, 38c to Philadelphia, and 4e 
to Boston and other New England points. Loose 
meats are quoted at 10c, and boxed meats at 5c 
per 100 Ibs higherthan grain.

A decision of much importance to bankers was 
given last Saturday by Judze Blodgett in the case 
ofthe First National Bank of Chicago vs. The 
Third National Bank, andthe Union National Bank 
against the Third Nétional.

A RURAL MUR 
An Old German Resident of 
viso Shot by a Neighbor. 


Witnesses---Slayer and Slain. 


At noon yesterday Coroner Dietzsch found in his 
office anote from M. F. Connell, Justice of the 
Peace at Maywood, stating that a man named Paul 
Ort had been shot and killed Friday night in tne 
Town of Proviso, three miles west of Maywood, it 
was believed by an assassin, and that an inquest 
on the remains was the thing most wished for. 
After reading the notification, the Coroner lost no 
time in making preparations to go ont. There was 
no train convenient, and so he got a horse and car- 
riage, took his deputy and County-Physiciaan 
Geiger in, and started. He left his team at May- 
wood, and the trio went the remainder of the dis- 
tance on foot, arriving ate late hour i the after - 
noon. 

A reporter for Twa Tum shortly afterward 
drove out, and gained the following particulars of 
the tragedy from ail the witnesses whom he could 


find: 

THE HOUSE OF ORT 
was filled with many neighbors anc interested par- 
ties. The building itself was a small, story- -a- 
halt structure, like most of those occupied by the 
German farmers in general throughout the Prairie 
State. In a small room 1 the one occupied

The reporter, having arrived considerably in ad- 
vance of the Coroner and his party, immediately 
roceeded to investigate the matter by interview- 
ng ihe parties present who appeared to know most 


about it. 
SEBASTIAN ORT 

a grown son of the deceased, was first interrogated, 
and his story fan substanttally as follows: His 
father was about 58 years of age: was a native of 
Germany, and had ved in viso since 1857. 
He left a wife and four children. The latter had 
gone to Chicago . with two of her children, 
bat a man had been sent to the Maywood depot for 
her, as she was expected on the afternoon train 
from the city. His father wasaveaceable man, 
and had never had 4 quarrel with afybody in his 
life. He was not drunk at he time of 
his death, though he been in 
the habit of drinking a little occasionally. 
One of the near neighbors, John Glaser by name, 
lived alone. His children had all left him. He had 
been married twice. Hise fret wife was dead, and 
his second had left him on account of his liar 
h , and had gone to live in Chicago. he old 
man had lived aione for the past four er five years, 
cooking his own food, taking care of his own 
house, and mingling vp be with his neighbors. 
He was in the habit of drinking to excess, and it 
was seldom that he could be found entirely sober. 
At times he went ona heavy spree, which would 
last several weeks. His troubles and the 
liquor which he drank had reduced him 
almost to imbecil ity. Last Monday 
he went to Elmburst and bonght a quantity of 
liquors, —— he brought home, and then went 
over, at about 3 o’clock In the afternoon, and asked 
Mr, Ort and Sebastian to come to his place the 
next day and help him kill some hogs. The Orts 
agreed to do se, and accordingly the next morning 
they went over, and the hogs were killed ana 
dressed. It was made an all-day’s job. One or two 
of the neigh bors were present during tne day and as - 
sisted, among whom was a middle-aged man named 
Fred Hausmann, who resided not far distant, and 
who had recently returned from a visit to Germany. 
He came over imo to have a friendly talk with 
Paul Ort on the subject of his trip to the old coun- 
try. Healso assisted in the butchery, and was 
advised by Ort to remain awhile and help Glaser. 
because he was in an tntoxicated condition. 

Sebastian went over early in the morning, and 
returned to his home at about half-past 10 o'clock. 
He went back again at about haif-past 6 o'clock, 
and remained at Glaser's until 8 clock. Another 
neighbor, by the name of Bahnholser, was there 
from noon until about half- past 5. As Sebastian was 
about to leave the second time, he asked his father 
if he would go home with him. The latter said no, 
that he yp ety awhile to he)p ‘* clean up,” 
and have a talk with Hausmann. Sebastian came 
home, went to bed and slept anti] atout midnight, 
when he was called up by a young man named 
Henry Lauck, a near neighbor, who wanted him to 
come over and see what. had happened at John 
Glaser e Sebastian got up and went over to Gia- 
ger s, and there found his father lying apon the floor 
in a pool of blood. while Fred Hausmann 
was holding him u Sebastian stepped to the 
door and called to W. 8. Giles, who resided bat a 
short distance away, and the latter came over im- 
mediately.

GEORGE W. WILSON 
AND THE MICHIGAN AVENUB WORK. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys of the 
South Division resumed the investigation of public 
works contracts in general and of George W. Wil- 
son, Superintendent of Streets, Public Buildings, 
and Bridges, in particular, yesterday afternoon in 
the Counci] Chamber, Alds, Gilbert (Chairman), 
McAuiey, Ballard, Tully, and Cary of the Com- 
mittee, and M. F. Tuley, Esq., in behalf of Mr. 
Wilson. 


LOUIS DODGE, 
carpenter and former paving contractor, was called 
to the stand, and testified that when fie paved 
West Indiana street, in 1871, he gave Supt. Wil- 
son $100 to make him good-natured.” Wilson 
had not beey unfriendly.

Mr. Smith said be wished to explain at length 
and refer to the record to substantiate his state- 
ments regarding the estimates and the work on 
North Halsted and West Indiana streets, and partic- 
ularly in regard to time. e said Mr. Wilson had 
conveyed the impression that the work on West 
Indiana street was not completed before the fire, 
and he proposed to show that it was, virtually.

TEMPERANCE. 

6 DR. REYNOLDS. . 

The Red-Ribdbon temperance movement was in- 
augurated on the West Side last evening in the 
Halsted Street Opera House, corner of that thor- 
oughbfare and Harrison street, by Dr. H. 8. Reyn- 
olds, the originator of the plan, and who has new 
become famous for his efforts and meetings in 
other cities and towns. The audience was large, 
and included a fair preportion of ladies. The 
front seats were occupied by a number of ladies 
and gentlemen who are prominent in temperance 


movements. 

Dr. Reynoids said he would speak briefly, be- 
cause of the chilly state of the hall. He wished 
hos audience to know that he did not come as a 
temperance lecturer, nor to act the part of the 
drankard any tell funny stories. He came as a 
plain person to tell a plain story. He would in- 
form them of his plan of work in saving men from 
the curse of the cup. He had to say of himeelf 
that he spoke of what he knew. He had been a 
victim himself once. He had drank often. His 
plan took in all sinners, no matter what denomina- 
tion they might belong to. He believed that the 
members of all religions hada right to be saved 
from the terrible curse of strong drink. That was 
the object of bis plan of reformation. He would 
include all persons in his system. His plan was to 
induce all to sign a pledge by which they should 
forswear the use, in any form. of alcoholic tiquofs, 
wines. malt, liquors, and cider—cider in any form. 
He wished to speak especially against the use of 
cider, either by the young or grown person. 
Cider was Devil's kindling-wood. He 
first became drunk by the use of ei- 
der when at the age of 8 years, and 
as drunk as he had ever been by drinking wine or 
whisky. The evil was one not often learnt after 
tae age of 21, but was frequently found in mere 
— and wak commenced with the drinking of 
cider. 

His plan was meant to break down the denomina- 
tional lines in carrving on the work of reforming 
drunkards. All men needed to be saved from the 
great curse of intemperance. He had come to the 
conclusion some time ago that he would sooner 
have the red ribbon in hie buttonbole than in his 
nose. It was with that idea in view that they had 
chosen the plan of wearing the red ribbon in the 
buttonhole. It said of him who wore it 
that he was r to the use of strong drink; 
that be wore that red ribbon as an evidence that he 
was a sympathizer in the Red-Ribvdon movement 
and with those that wore it. 

He would suggest to the voung ladies that they 
should ask their young men before thev offered to 
escort them home. Have you signed the 
pledge? Show me your red ribbon"; and, if they 
dia not say that they signed the pledge, or, saying 
that the nad, could not testify te it by showing a 
red ribbon in their button-hole, tell them that they 

home with them until they signea the 
The speaker's 
remarks were received with applause during their 
delivery. 

A few remarks were made by Mesers. Barnes. 
Parsley, and Monroe, and the etarement made that 
250, persons had been reformed in the United 
States by the Red- Ribbon movement. 

Dr. Reynolds again addressed those present, and 
urged them to step up to the platform, sign the 
pledge, and wear the red ribbon. About men 
and thirty women complied with the request, and 
while they were so doing several hymns were 
sung with organ accompaniment. The Doctor 
pinned on the ribbons as the applicants 
came forward and signed the pledge. A few in the 
audience, who were too modest to come forward, 
were taken in hand by a number of ladies who 
were evidently zealous workers in th ecause and 
firm believersin the movement.

EXTENT OF ITS ADULTERATION. 

Dr. Edward Warren Sawyer, Medicai Inspector 
for the South Division, yesterday submitted to 
Commissioner of Health DeWolf a further report 
in regard to the adulteration of milk. After giving 
results of analyses of four samples, all stripped of 
cream and extended with water, he says: 

In order to judge of the magnitude of the milk 

in , | have requested Officer Merki to ascer- 
tain the quantity of milk sold in this city during 
tue year 1877. I desire to make this acknowleag- 
ment of the careful labor which Mr. Merki has 
wen to this investigation. The estimate is calcu - 
ated upon the amount of milk brought into the 
city over the different railroads, the quantity sup- 
plied to the city from the immediate suburbs, and 
the quantity of milk produced from cows kept 
within the limits of the city. It does not include 
the milk from cows kept for individual use. 

Obviously, such an estimate can only approxi- 
mate accuracy; but the error is in making the 
estimate too small; for, in calculating the quan- 
tity of milk produced within the cit the minimum 
quantity usually given by cows hae boon accepted. 
Notwi nding this error, there was sold in this 

ty during the year ending Dec.31, 1877, 31, 783, - 
168 quarts of milk. At the low price of five cents 
per quart, this interest su my a legitimate 
revenue amounting to 81. 589, 

The examination of al number of samples of 
milk taken from various districts enables me to 
say that at least 10 per cent of all the milk-pro- 
duct “Ere to the public is water, added by the 
seller. his is a fraud which rates in a two- 
fold manner, — in depriving the 
of what he pays for, 


second 
2 viz.: that the milk been 
deprived of at least one-tenth of its cream, which 
is again soid to the public at an exorbitant in- 
crease of the price. Good milk in this vicinity 
yields from 10 to 12 per cent of cream. From these 
several data it ie easy to compute the cost of this 
variety of sophistication to the City of Chicago for 
the year just ended.

The members rely now 
onthe hope of collecting enough back taxes to 
even up accounts, but the contractors do not feel 
inclined to tie to such a frail thing. They want the 
money that is due them, and the question with the 
Committee is how to pay them. In view of Judge 
Wallace's opinion on the finance question, the 
contractors appreciate the fact that they are 
in a bad boat, for there is not only no immediate 
prospect of their getting relief, but the further fact 
stares them in the face that the orders they hold 
were illegally drawn, and in law are worthless, be- 
cause drawn against an appropriation that was ab- 
sorbed at the time of issue. They will get their 
money eventually, no doubt, but the uncertainty 
about the time makes them uneasy, especially 
since the disposition is growing in favor to give 
orders against the appropriations for this year pre- 
cedence over the illegal orders of last year, for which 
no provision has heen In connection with this, 
too, is the uncertainty as to what position the 
Treasurer may take. The law makes him the judge 
of the character of the orders drawn on him by the 
Board. and if he should agree with Judge Wallace 
that the orders issued ey the old Board after the 
appropriations had been expended are illegal, as 
he douotless will, he must refuse to pay them from 
any money that may be collected on the present 
tax-levy, or run a great risk. If he takes this po- 
sition, the cuntractors must suffer, and continue to 
suffer, until the Board makes some provision. „The 
hope of the contractors, then, is back tages.

The Post- Office Authorities Catch. 


a Letter-Box Plunderer. 


Over Three Thousand Letters Abstracted 
Within a Few Months. 


Skillful Manner in Which the Oase Was 
Worked Up—Making the Arrest. 


Histery of the Prisoner---How His Prospective 
Father-in-Law Took the News. 


During the past two months frequent complaints 
on the part of wholesale merchants doing business 
within a radius of three or four blocks from the 
corner of State and Lake streets, have been made 
to the Post-Office authorities that letters contain- 
ing drafts, statements, and other important mat- 
ters, mailed late in the afternoon in the letter- 
boxes in that division of the city, had never reacned 
their destination; and in some cases that the letters 
had been opened, the contents taken away, and made 
use of tothe detriment of the writers and their 
correspondents. At first it was suggested that there 
might de a moral obliquity, a sort of a want of 
knowledge of meam and tuum, on the part 
of the letter-carriers and other employes 
of the office, and accordingly a close watch was set 
upon their movements. The latest custom-house 
inspection and the sharpest vigilance of unseen 
eyes failed to detect any irrecularities on the part 
of those subjected to espionage. Baffled in this 
quarter, the Special Agent, Col. James Stuart, 
turned his attention to another quarter. He in- 
terviewed the complaining letter- writers, and from 
them learned that they were in the habit of dump- 
ing their mail in the most neighborly box, between 
5 and 6o'’clock in the evening. This gave a very 
indistinct élew. It was evident from the investiga- 
tions in the office that the letters were not pur- 
loined there, that no crookedness of any kind was 
being done by either carriers, distributors, or 
route-agents. Hence, the only solution t the 
problem was to be found in 

WATCHING THE BOXES. 

This was done as far as the resourcesof the De- 
partment would permit. Night after night visits 
were made to the lamp-posts in the wholesale dis- 
trict, but nothing was developed. The officials 
were placed at their wits’ ends to unravel the mys- 
tery, and all in vain. One afternoon about the 
middle pf last month a representative of the firm of 
Cragin Brothers & Chandler dropped in on Speeial- 
Agent Stuart and told bim there was something 
queer going on in the Post-Office, for which he 
wanted an explanation. It seems that a couple of 
weeks previously the firm had mailed to one 
L. Simmons, a small shopkeeper, a monthly state- 
ment, calling forthe settlement of a bill of $22. 
Not hearing anything from him in the course of 
the following ten or twelve days, their collector 
paid a visit to Mr. Simmons and demanded pay- 
@ent. The shopkeeper was.astonished. He had 
paid the bill, and produced a receipt signed by the 
firm. per a rather obscure initial. The collector 
stood aghast for a moment, and then, after exam- 
ining the receipted portion of the bill. pronounced 
ita forgery. Fortanately Mr. Simmons was adie 
to give a somewhat general description of the man 
who was traveling around under the sel/-imposed 
duties of collector. In a few days « somewnat 
similar exverience was related by

They had mailed via the street letter-box a check 
onthe Hide & Leather Bank for $25 to their 
traveling agent, W. 8. Patterson, who was then 
out in the country. This check never reached Mr. 
Patterson, but in the course of time it had returned 
to the firm through the bank. It bore the forged 
indorsement of W. 8. Patterson and the genuine 
one of A. Bishop & Co. Inquiry at the store of 
the latter frm elicited the fact that it had been 
given to them in payment fora sealskincap by a 
young German, whose description tallied in many 
respects with that given by Mr. Simmona, 
of Blue Island avenue. The mystery was thick- 
ening. but the clew was becoming more decided. 
About this time Martin Dawson, a confectioner, 
was on the auxious seat, He had sent a check for

accordingly wrote to Mr. Dawson, asking him to 
settle that little bill.

Special-Agent Stuart now became éatisfied that 
he had to deal with asharp, snrewd foreigner, a 
fellow-accurately described, in the | e of the 
bank-note detector of the stump-tail times, as 
ell calculated to decelive. The chances were 
one hundred to one that he lived on the North 
Side. According'y the services of Detective Heinz- 
mann were called into requisition, snd he was de- 
tailed to co-operate with Assistant’ Special Agent 
Henshaw. The twain wandered through the beer- 
halls over the Rhine, went to the Sunday concerts
